40th Anniversary 


INTERNATIONAL NEWS 


October - 400,000 black men in Washington 
pledged to improve themselves and renounce 
violence in the “Million Man March” led by nation 
of Islam leader, Louis Farakhan. 


November - Tragedy struck Israel. A young law 
student shot PM Yitzhak Rabin. At the funeral, 
250,000 Israelis payed their final respects to Rabin. 


December - A peace agreement was signed Dec. 
14 in Paris, intended to end four years of war in the 
former Yugoslavia. U.S. troops left for Bosnia as well 
as troops from 11 non-alliance countries to police 
the peace deal. 


March - Dunblain, Scotland was where madman, 
Thomas Hamilton, killed 16 first-graders and their 
teacher. He had walked into the school with four 
handguns, shooting 28 children and 3 teachers 
before killing himself. On Mother's Day, the nation 
stopped in silence to mourn the victims. 

- Lyle and Erik Menendez were convicted of 
murdering their parents in their Beverly Hills mansion 
six and half years ago, rejecting the claim that they 
killed to end years of abuse. 

- Five European countries banned British 
beef in the latest and most acute panic over mad 
cow disease. Britain admitted there may be a link 
between beef consumption and a fatal brain 
ailment, Creutzfeldt- Jakob disease. 


April - Seven year old Jessica Dubroff hoped to 
become the youngest person ever to fly across the 
United States. However, Jessica, her father and her 
flight instructor were killed shortly after take off. The 
plane that they were in nosedived into a Cheyenne 
residential neighborhood after it took off in a thun- 
derstorm. 


June - More than two monihs after finding the 
Unabomber, Theodore Kaczynski was formally 
charged. Charges on four bombings included two 
that may carry a possible death sentence, while 
charges on other bombings were pending.

September - 7 people were killed at an air show, 
when the Royal Air Force Nimrod plunged into Lake 
Ontario. 


October - The NO side for the Quebec referendum 
won by a small percentage. It was 50.6% for No 
and 49.4% for Yes. Parizeau said, “It’s true we've 
been defeated. By what? Basically by money and 
the ethnic vote.” Bouchard commented, “ Keep 
hope. Because the next time will be it—and the 
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next time could come sooner than we think." 


November - Quebec Premier Jacques Parizeau 
resigned as premier. After pondering a couple of 
days, Lucien Bouchard took the position as Quebec 
Premier. 

- An intruder broke into 24 Sussex Drive, where 
PM Chretien and his wife live. In fact, it was 
Chretien’s wife Aline who phoned for help after 
coming face to face with the intruder. 

- A letter written by the federal government 
alleged the former PM Brian Mulroney earned 
about $5 million from Air Canada’s purchase of 
Airbus jetliners. This was filed in court as part of 
Mulroney's $50 million lawsuit against the govern- 
ment. 


February - Jean Chretien pushed down a separatist 
protestor when he was trying to leave a ceremony 
at Jacques Cartier Park across the Ottawa River in 
Hull. Some say the security should have been 
tighter, while others say it was an unspeakable 
behaviour fora PM in Canada, The protestor had 
shoved his way towards the PM and confronted 
Chretien face to face. 


April - During wedding preparations on Good 
Friday, Mark Chahal burst in and killed Rajwal 
Gakhal, his estranged wife, and eight other mem- 
bers of her family in Vernon, B.C.

September - Included in the Civic Election was 
eighteen year old waiter, Brad Checknita, who was 
running for mayor. 

- Susan Simpson vanished from a local 
nightclub. Four days later she was found on a 
highway near Bakersfield, U.S. with amnesia. 


October - Civic Election: For elected aldermen, 
only 5 were re-elected. Bill Smith was elected 
mayor. There was an improvement in this year’s 
voter turnout and Checknita placed fourth. Also, 
the majority decided to close Keillor Road and the 
Municipal airport. 


December - On Deéc.7, Sheila Salter, was abducted 
in her white Chevy Blazer from the parkade in her 
office building. The bloodied car was found later 
and her body was discovered in an abandoned 
farmhouse near Chipman. An autopsy revealed 
she bled to death from a stab wound to the neck. 
The suspect, Peter John Brighteyes, later turned ™ 
himself in. 


February- Collectors offered $10 for broken $2 coins. 
The Government reminds citizens that deliberate 
breakage could result in a $2,000 fine and 6 months 


imprisonment. Collectors also offered $125 for fake 
toonies that bear three maple leaves in place of 
the bear. 


June - The Municipal Airport consolidated with the 
International airport, moving all commercial flights 
to the International. 

- Edmontonians helped raise almost 
$125,000 for Peter Jang, who suffered from acute 
lymphoblastic leukaemia. Vernon Barford students 
initiated the campaign for their classmate after the 
Provincial Government refused to fund Peter's trip 
to the States for experimental treatment. Unfortu- 
nately due to his rapidly depleting health, Peter was 
unable to travel, succumbing to the disease on 
June 8.

In today’s society, it 
has become increasingly 
vital for students to stay a 
top the ever growing 
technology of the business 
world.

For 
several years, Strathcona has been 
linked in a partnership with the University 
of Alberta Hospital where Strathcona 
students have tutored hospital patients 
and staff members. An extension of this 
was the first annual Teddy Bear Drive 
where students brought $5 bears with get 
well cards to brighten the spirits of the 
sick children who had fo stay in the 
hospital for the holidays. 

Whether it is during school time or 
not, many students have also used their 
free time to dedicate themselves to 
charity events such as the Aids Walk for 
Life or the Walk for Multiple Sclerosis. In 
each case, students have contributed 
time, effort and care, in an attempt to 
serve the community as a whole, or 
certain individuals. 

Recently, fifteen year old Peter 
Jang was fighting for his life against a 
rare case of acute lymphoblastic 
leukemia. Although this form of cancer is 
at the moment incurable, Peter’s father 
found news of an experiment in the 
United States, that may have saved his 
son’s life. Due to a lack of funds, how- 
ever, the Alberta government would not 
provide the needed $100,000 for the 
experimental treatment. Along with 
thousands of contributors, Scona set up a 
donation box during their graduation 
banquet asking parents and students for 
cash or cheques. This local tragedy 
fueled the generosity of the surrounding 
community and all were touched by one 
boy’s basic fight to live. Though 
Edmontonians succeed in raising almost 
$125,000, Peter was unable to travel due 
to his rapidly depleting health, and on 
June 8, lost the battle against cancer. 

While this story ended in sadness, 
Scona Lords once again realized the 
necessity of aiding those in need. 
Sconians are more than willing to take on 
any cause when the need arises.

On the eve of October 30, 1995, 
Canada, a country that has existed for 
over 128 years, that has grown to be- 
come one of the world’s most highly 
regarded and prestigious nations, came 
within an arm’s reach of shattering.

Parizeau, 50.6% to 49.4%, 

Although the No side achieved the 
most votes in this political race, the 
Quebec referendum should not be seen 
as a victory or a defeat by either party, 
but as a warning sign. A sign that Cana- 
dians posses strong, diverse, and highly 
conflicting opinions towards their coun- 
try, opinions which have torn this country 
into two. But one cannot dwell on what 
lay in the past, but instead look to what 
the future holds. Out of this unclear and 
hazy predicament, Canadians and 
Quebecois alike have been given a 
second chance to rebuild this country 
into the great state it is capable of 
becoming. The status quo is no longer 
sufficient, and change is in order. But 
one must view all avenues of choice with 
caution, for Canada has opened 
Pandora’s Box and is now blindly strug- 
gling to see what lays in the aftermath. 

The Quebec referendum which 
began in doubt and ended in uncertain- 
ties, has pushed into the limelight what 
had formerly been taken for granted by 
every citizen - unity. It is this idea that 
Canadians must now concentrate on to 
build a future for their country, one that 
will be abundant with opportunity, 
diversity, freedom, and long lasting 
peace.

been important, but never more so than 
today. With our current economy, it is 
clear that you either have it or you don’t, 
and in many cases with Alberta’s 
schools, we don’t. That is because of 
Alberta's Premier, Ralph Klein, slashing 
funding, which would almost be laugh- 
able if they were not done in such a rash 
manner. 

Parents and students became 
outraged earlier this year, rallying and 
protesting in organized groups as Ralph 
Klein tried to completely cut funding for 
Kindergarten. Thankfully, things have not 
gotten so far out of hand in the higher 
levels of education, or have they? The 
students wishing to retake diploma 
exams must now pay over $25 for the 
privilege, and starting next year, students 
wishing to retake Grade 12 for upgrading 
purposes will have to pay for that as well. 

The cuts in funding to the University 
of Alberta, as well as many other re- 
spected institutions have become dras- 
tic, forcing the price of advanced edu- 
cation to heights that many high school 
graduates find difficult to accept. Once 
finishing with the pressure of diploma 
exams, we have the problems of finance 
to contend with, if we wish to continue 
schooling. 

Of course, the massive funding cuts 
to education cannot be entirely blamed 
on Ralph Klein‘s “heroic?” effort to 
reduce the provincial debt. Ottawa 
made public on March 6, during the 
reading of the Official Federal Budget 
Plan, that the money allotted to the 
provinces will continue to decrease for 
several more years to come. With less to 
work with, it is no wonder that money for 
publicly funded education is something 
hard to come by. Unfortunately, under- 
standing does not make things any 
easier for the students, parents and 
teachers who have to cope with the 
additional burden of having less financial 
assistance.

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QUEBEC EXCHANGE STUDENTS 


During the first semester of the 1995- 
1996 school year Scona had the good 
fortune to welcome two exchange stu- 
dents from Quebec: Marie-Claude Roy 
and Lydie Morneau. These two young 
Quebecers turned up in late September 
and remained with us until the first week in 
December. While in Edmonton, they lived 
at the homes of Peter Feldstein and 
Natalie Fenske. 

Our memories of Marie-Claude and 
Lydie will be forever linked to the historic 
October 1995 referendum on Quebec 
sovereignty. The two girls arrived here as 
fellow Canadians, but came very close to 
leaving Alberta as foreigners. On referen- 
dum day, October 30th, only a few thou- 
sand votes enabled Quebec to remain in 
Canada and Lydie and Marie-Claude to 
remain Canadians. 

The presence of the two Quebecers in 
Scona certainly put a human face on 
Canada’s Quebec problem. As if they 
were made-to-order for Mr. Robinson’s 
Social Studies 10 classroom, Lydie was a 
committed federalist while Marie-Claude 


was a die-hard separatist. Both girls were ~ 


very open about sharing their views on 
Canada’s history and Quebec’s future. A 
lot of good debate and discussion resulted 
from this. In the end, we came to appreci- 
ate how much the Quebecois are like us - 
and yet, how different their perspectives 
can be from our own. 

Although Lydie and Marie-Claude 
were kept very busy with school work and 
sight-seeing activities, both students 
participated actively in community life at 
Scona. The girls visited Social Studies, 
French Language Arts, and Foods classes 
to share knowledge about Quebec's 
politics, society and culture. Lydie even 
made time to compete as part of Scona’s 
championship swim team. 

Certainly, our experience with Marie- 
Claude and Lydie demonstrated the value 
of student-exchange programs. It was 
amazing to see how much the English 
language-skills of the two Francophones 
improved during their short stay in Alberta. 
It was remarkable too, to realize how 
much we learned from them. Canada is a 
muuch richer place with our two 
Quebecers in it.
